THE ALLEN 
RESERVOIR 
Located two 
and 
one half miles 
southwest of Thatcher 
in the foot 
hills bordering on Ash Creek 
there 
is now being constructed a reservoir 
which 
when completed 
will have a 
depth of water at the dam of thirty 
feet 
giving an average depth 
of 
water covering ejghty five acres of 
fifteen feet 
This reservoir will be able to fur- 
nish

for fully 2000 acres of 
good 
land

more water will be stored in it than 
this amount of land will require 
as 
it will store all the flood waters that 
rush through Thatcher and Central
